If there are je t any pious parents, or 
God fearing cliristinn rulers among us, 
they ought to strive to diminish this evil, 
by opposing it w ith great earnestness 
in the case of their children and servants. 
Pastors and preachers are under obliga 
tions to warn the people frequently aui 
faithfully, exhibiting to their view the 
disfavor and wrath of God, and the in 
jury to soul, body and substance, that 
are consequent upon this sin, in the horn 
that it may do good to some and 
inllu 
ence them to repent 
And, such as wil 
fully tind publicly persist iu this vic< 
and refuse to reform, are not to be at 
mitted to the Lord's Supper, nor allowed 
to act as sponsors in baptism; but are to 
be publicly regarded as 
nou-ckrisiiuns, 
and dealt with the same as adulterers, ex­ 
tortioners, and idolaters.” 
These are strong words to come from 
one in Luther’s position, 
nearly four 
hundred years ago. 
If they were true 
then, when liquors were com paratively 
pure, how much more must they be true 
today, when all our liquors are drugged, 
anti poisoned, 
and 
adulterated; 
anil 
especially in this land, where there is so 
much money invested in the traffic; anti 
where the saloon business has assumed 
such immense proportions; 
and is not 
only protected by law 
but holds the 
balance of power in politics; demands 
any legislation it pleases and virtually 
rules the nation and the land. 
If Luther was so earnest aud out 
spoken on this subject then, how much 
more so would he be were he 
living 
today. 
Oh! I imagine he would be among 
the most radical of all the radicals on 
this subject; that he would sound a note 
of alarm that would be heard in every 
nook and corner of Christendom; that he 
would bring such an avalanch of logic 
and devine truth to bear upon the traffic 
that would shake the very foundations 
of things, and purge the temple of God. 
of some who now call themselves by 


bis name. 
Is it not time that this nation called a 
halt and said to this monstrous iniquity 
‘ TLus far you have come but you shall 
come no farther." 
Is it not time the 
Christian church awoke to the real mag­ 
nitude of this evil, and united iu one 
grand movement to crush out the exist 
ance of this soul destroying, God defying 
traffic? 
For how long can this evil go on 
w ithout incuring the displeasure, 
ant 
sore chastisement of God. 
The cburch 
in her present attitude cannot resist this 
evil successfully. 
She is too intimately 
connected with the evil herself. 
She has 
dissembled, and taken of the accursei 
thing, an d hid it among her own stuff, 
hence, Go d will permit her to suffer d t:

nation o f its wealth , stren g th an d h o p e.
